A NEW CHARTER FOR LAWKENCE. 
Lawrence is preparing a new charter 


•which, provides for a minimum of six 
wards with three conncilnH'U from each. 
That will be an even number and will not 
avoid the danger of a deadlock. 
This is 


the alternative of the present method. 


Private sessions are authorized, and a 


novel feature is, that no member or com- 
mittee of the city council shall employ la- 
bor.expend public money or pure-base sup- 
plies. 
It is provided also that the mayor 


shall appoint all the city officers and may 
remove them for cause. 
He may call 


them together as often as once a month 
for consultation. The city clerk, treasur- 
er and auditor shall be chosen by the eily 
conncil. whether by joint or concurrent 
vole we are unable lo say. but all tin- oth- 
ers shall be appointed by,the mayor. 


The school committee is to consist of 


two members from each ward elected for 
three years. There is a provision that the 
board shall not exceed its appropriation, 
but ic seems that as. the law compels school 
boards to provide ample accommodation 
for educating the pupils, Ihe board can 
legally exceed the appropriation if that 
fceinaJequate despite any charter proviso. 


Altogether it appears that the new draft 


of the revised charter proposed for Law- 
rence is an excellent one and Lowell, it 
»eems. might sopy some of its features 
•n-ith decided advantage. 
The 
question 


now is whether the people will adopt the 
charter. They may not if they have not a 
fair opportunity to judge of its provisions.

Gordon's Story. 


Captain Gordon of tho Crathie has made 


a report to Lloyd's ropresontatlvo at Rot- 
terdam, in which ho says that he was 
knocked down by tile shock of the colli- 
sion of his ship with what he describes as 
an unknown vessel. When ho was ablo 
to get up and reach tlio deok the ships 
wero some distance apart, and, in conso- 
.cmonce, he was unable to givo much In- 
formation in regard to the circumstances 
or result of tho disaster. 


Tho vessel whioh tho Crathio struck, ho 


says, was a big steamer with two funnels 
nnd four masts.

sink. Ho followed tho other ship for n 
short time, but found that sho wont 
much fastor than the Crathie, and, there- 
fore, ho thought she was safe.
